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Claims 1, 3-12 and 14-20 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sato et al for the reasons of record. 

Claims 1-29 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sato et al in view of applicant's statement of the prior art for the reasons of record. 

Since Sato et al clearly teach the use of microcapsules (see page 3, column 2 at 
line 10), applicants' Declaration can be dispositive of the issue of patentability if there is 
only one variable (i.e., micro-encapsulation versus no micro-encapsulation). In the 
instant Declaration, however, there are numerous variables. Most notable of these is 
the use of different diazo compounds. Consequently, it is suggested that applicants 
submit a new Declaration wherein the only variable is the use of microcapsules. If 
unexpected results are obtained with the use of microcapsules, the rejections will have 
been overcome.
